Leaden Hint 


They Will Halt Arm* 


To Middle East 


LONDON (TP—The Soviet leaders 
j called on Britain today to help 
ease Russia’s relations with the 
United States 
and hinted 
they 
would halt arms shipments to the 
Middle East 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
told a jammed news conference 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden had 
accepted an invitation 
to visit 
Moscow and said the visit would 
be of the “utmost importance to 
Soviet and British relations.” 
The Russians left London almost 
as they arrived—to the silence of 
curious crowds who lined 
the 
streets to the railway station. 
Bulganin and Soviet Communist 
leader Nikita S. Khrushchev left 
London for Portsmouth at end of 
their press conference to board a 
Soviet cruiser for home and end 
their 10-day visit to Britain. 
Bulganin Does Talking 
They made five major points in 
an 80-minute news conference in 
which Bulganin did almost all of 
the talking: 
1. Eden has accepted an invita­ 
tion to visit Moscow but the date 
has not been set because of the 
press of his official duties. 
2. The Soviet Union is shifting 
its position on disarmament from 
its current policy of discussing 
only conventional arm cuts. Now 
it is willing to discuss conventional 
and nuclear arms cuts simultane­ 
ously. 
3. Khrushchev said 
Russia is 
ready to enter an undertaking to 
stop arms shipments to the Middle 
East if an agreement can be reach­ 
ed through the United Nations “or 
otherwise.” 
4. Bulganin called on Britain to 
help the Russians improve rela­ 
tions with the United States and 
said they regretted 
the Soviet- 
American relations were “far from 
sufficiently normal.” 
5. Bulganin said the time has 
come to throw out the West’s stra­ 
tegic arms embargo because “it 
is a product of the cold war” and 
invited 
British 
businessmen to 
“find practical and delicate ways 
to back out of the American-backed 
embargo. 
Bulganin, in discussing Ameri­ 
can-Soviet relations, said Russia 
regretted the state of affairs and 
said, “We will do our part to see 
that relations 
with the 
United 
States improve.”

U. S. to Check 


H-Bomb Fallout 


WASHINGTON tm—The govern­ 
ment announced today it will check 
radioactive fallout from the forth­ 
coming H-bomb tests at stations 
scattered one-third 
of the way 
around the earth. 
The joint announcement by the 
Defense Department and Atomic 
Energy Commission 
emphasized 
the tests will not endanger the vast 
area. The announcement stressed 
the purpose of the stations is for 
scientific testing. 
But the distances involved clear­ 
ly underlined how far radioactive 
fallout will travel through the at­ 
mosphere. And the announcement 
hinted that fallout will travel even 
farther when the biggest available 
bombs are used. 
The announcement said test sta­ 
tions operated by the Weather Bu­ 
reau, AEC and Public Health Serv­ 
ice have been set up in more than 
50 U. S. cities and in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico 
San Juan is 8,000 miles from 
the site of the H-bomb tests ir 
the Pacific.

“ I therefore I md it necessary to 
explore and pursue further possi­ 
ble channels to compel a full dis­ 
closure on bis part.” 
Hayes 
acknowledged 
that he 
gave unidentified football players 
approximately $400 per year over 
a five year period from his per­ 
sonal funds, 
but he refused to 
nam e the beneficiaries. 
Investigation d.sclosed that the 
football coaching .stair, acting as 
an employment agency, 
agreed 
with certain employers that ath­ 
letes given jobs would 
be paid 
wages 
without actually 
working 
during the football practice sea­ 
son with the work time to be made 
up later. 
“ In effect.” Wilson said, “ these 
boys were being advanced month- 
]> wages for either two or three 
months with no enforceable liabil­ 
ity to repay in kind or in services. 
President Howard L. Bevis and 
faculty representative Wendel Bos­ 
tic of Ohio State said the Buck­ 
eyes would not appeal the decision.

Michigan State Feb. 22, 1953 for 
one year, without a ban against 
Rose Bowl participation. Michigan 
State's probation was lifted Dec 
IO, 1953. 
Other requirements specified by 
the decision were: 
1. Diligent 
supervision 
by the 
university of the work program of 
athletes to assure full compliance, 
including job records to permit a 
check on compliance. 
2. Cooperation by the university j 
in obtaining “ a candid disclosure” 
from Hayes of any assistance “ to 
which he has been a party out­ 
side the limit# and channels of 
j aid permissible under conference 
, rules,” and assurance of Hayes’ 
“ literal compliance” with all rules j 
In ihe future. 
3. None of the athletes benefitted

irregularities 
which permitted them to draw pay 
in advance of performing work I 
shall be eligible until satisfactory 
evidence has been presented that 
they have “ repaid fully in services 
the wages received.”

A July 31, 1869, notation says 
simply: “At election for raUroad.” 
And Aug. I he ‘started on a trip 
to Carbondale, returning home five 
days later with machinery. 
It apparently was a threshing 
machine, because after an Aug. 
6 notation, “fixing up to haul ma­ 
chine,” there were several days 
in which he wrote “threshed at 
Ramsey’s, threshed at Thomsver- 
ry’s, at Jonathan Abney’s, at Ma­ 
ple’s, at A. Patterson’s.” 
He made brooms, made shingles, 
made rails, cleared land, grubbed 
out fence rows, 
burned 
brush, 
chopped wood and did a lot of log 
hewing and building. He even had 
time to spend six days on a jury 
in March of 1871, make several 
trips to Shawneetown with wheat, 
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and go to Raleigh to learn some­ 
thing about the care of apple tree*. 
His first notation regaining Har­ 
risburg, which he spelled with a 
“gh” at the end, told of his com­ 
ing here to get shovel plows in 
May, 1871. 
The next month he 
sold a barrel of molasses at Ra­ 
leigh, and the following month he 
“helped raise Washington tobacco 
barn.” 
That same year he spent IO days 


surveying land, got names on 
road petition and let his boys
